The Ohio House committee on Fed- 
eral relations recommended theap|)oint- 
ment of a committee to secure the co- 
operation of two-thirds of the States 
toward calling a constitutional conven- 
tion, with the object of providing for 
the election of United States Senators 
by a direct v«>te of the people. 

The Federal granil jury at Covington, 
which convenes April 2, w-ill investi- 
gate charges that Dr. W. (lisifrey 
Hunter, former .Minister to Guatemala, 
and former Congressman from the

The officers of the life insurance com- 
panies who contributed a portion of the 
companies’ funds to political campaign 
committees committed larceny, is the 
opinion of Justice O’Sullivan, of the 
New York court of general sessions. 
He held that larceny was committed 
by the officers who authorized such 
contributions, and charged the jury to 
investigate as to the resjionsibility for 
such crimes. This opinion is directly 
opposite to the one on the same subject 
which was submitted to JusticeO’Sulli- 
van by District Attorney Jerome sev- 
eral days ago. 

Repre.sentative Williams, of 
Miaaissippi, introduced a bill in the 
National House to establish a District 
Court of the Unite*! States for China 
and Korea, which shall have jurisdic- 
tion in all cases now under the juris- 
diction of the United States Consuls 
and Ministers by virtue of treaties be- 
tween the United SUtes and China and 
the United States and Korea. The 
court is to hold sessions at Shanghai, 
Canton, Hankow and Tien Tsin, China, 
and at Seoul, Korea. 

Representative Hearst has intro- 
duced a bill in the Hopse to increase 
the salary of the justices of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to 
120,000 per annum each. As thejudges 
get big salaries an*I are jiermitted to 
retire with full pay, at ages that most 
men are in the prime of mental vigor, 
it would seem that “Billie’s" effort 
seems to be in the wrong direction.
